HOUSE APPROVAL 
NEAR EOR LOANS 
10 AD INDUSTRY 


Only Scattering Opposi- 


tion Develops for Bill 
To Extend $440,000,000 


To Assist Businesses. 


WASHINGTON, May 22.—(4)— 
Facing only scattered opposition, the 
administration’s $440,000,000 loans to 
industry bill was swept through a 
bluster of debate and a maze .of 
amendments in the house today to- 
ward certain final passage. 

Amendments tended to delay action, 
but leaders were confident that when 
the vote came it would speed the 
measure back to the senate for com- 
position of differences between house 
and senate bills. 

Passage by the house was made cer- 
tain when a_ special resolution was 
virtually unanimously adopted making 
the bill pending business. Not only 
until nearly half of the three hours of 
debate had been exhausted did anyone 
speak against it. Then Representa- 
tire MeGnugin. republican, Kansas, 
termed it “socialized banking” and “a 
fraud and deception on the American 
people.” 

Of the sections allowing RFC loans 
to farmer-co-operative mineral rights 
pools not engaged in drilling and min- 
ing operations and permitting addi- 
tional loans to corporations engaged 
in mining, smelting or milling ores, he 
said: 

“That is socialized banking. It is 
discrimination of the worst type which 
limits’ to loans to farmers, co-opera- 
tives and corporations, denying the 
individual citizen the right to bor- 
row.” 

Chairman Steagall, democrat, Ala- 
bama, of the banking committee, urged 
passage of the bill and called it the 
“answer to a nation-wide demand for 
loans of a type not being supplied by 
commercial banks and which commer- 
cial banks cannot adequately supply.” 

He asserted there was no conflict 
between the RFC and federal reserve 
plans because the former was tempo- 
rary and the later permanent. 

Furthermore, he said, ‘“‘the federal 
reserve banks will be the primary 
courts to which must be addressed the 
requests for loans, and if they can’t 
be obtained there, then the RFC is 
the last resort.” 


U.S. O1L CONTROL 
UPHELD BY COURT 


NRA Regulations Ruled 
Constitutional by Ap- 
peals Court. 


NEW ORLEANS, May 22.—(#)-— 


Upholding the principle of ‘free trade” 
but expressing disapproval of “laissez 
faire” in business activity, the United 
States’ fifth circuit court of appeals 
today ruled that federal agents were 
exercising constitutional authority in 
applying national recovery adminis- 
tration regulations to oil production. 

The court threw out an injunction 
granted to the Amazon Petroleum Cor- 
poration and other oil companies in 
the eastern Texas district court, re- 
straining federal authorities from en- 
forcing provisions of the NRA code, 
and remanded the case with directions 
to dismiss the bill. 

The companies attacked the code as 
violative of the constitution, in that 
it was assertediy an attempt by cun- 
gress to delegate legislative powers to 
the president and to vest in the chief 
executive the powers of a supreme 
dictator. contrary “to our republican

‘NEW DEAL’ FAILED 
? CENTURIES AGO 
SAYS FARM EDITOR 


Gus Dyer Tells Industri- 
alists Here That “Mer- 
cantilism” Was Done 
Away With in 1776. 


The New Deal-is a “reactionary 

movement” and wae tried and found 
to be a “miserable fsilure” more than 
200 years ago. Gus W. Dyer, of 
Nashville, editor of the Southern 
Agriculturist, said here Tuesday 
night. 
» Speaking before the Seuthern 
States Industrial Council, an organi- 
zation composed of manufacturers, 
Dyer said the constitution forbade the 
government from exercising any con- 
trol in the field of competitive pri- 
vate business. He added that the con- 
stitution protects private property 
against governmental invasion as well 
as prohibiting the impairment of con- 
tracts. 

“The New Deal is decidedly a re- 
actionary movement,” Dyer suid. “It 
goes back over 200 years and takes 
up a theory that was given a fair 
trial and was found to be a miserable 
failure, and introduces it as a New 
Deal. 

“It. is a very old and disreputable 
deal under a new name. It is the re- 
incarnation of-mercantilism that was 
demolished by Adam ¢éSmith and 
Thomas Jefferson in 1776.”

WASHINGTON, May 22.—(7)—A 
renewed declaration that NRA was 


entrenching monopolies and trusts was 


coupled today with a demand for a 
thorough going inquiry into the recov- 
ery agency. 

Senator Nye, republican, North Da- 
kota, who proposed the original in- 
quiry by the Darrow review board, 
said the government was fostering 
monopolies. Representative- Britten, 
republican, Illinois, sought the inves- 
tigation. 

Meanwhile, there came frem the 
president of the Chamber of Commerce — 
of the United States, Henry I. Harri- 
man, a .statement that businessmen 
felt the industrial recovery act had 
done much good but that there also 
was a “widespread fear that an act, 
based on the self-regulation of busi- 
ness with government approval. of 
such regulations, might become an au- 
tocratic act, for the regimentation of 
business by the government.” 

The Britten resolution called for a 
special committee of five house mem- 
bers:to investigate “every phase of the 
basis of the report (the Darrow re- 
port) just made public which exposes 
a eondition that is in complete con- 
flict with the desires of the president 
and his policies.” 

Should the investigation substan- 
tiate the findings of the board, the 
resolution flatly proposed the investi- 
gating committee “recommend to the 
house proper legislation for the imme- 
diate abolishment of the national re- 
covery administration.” 

Pending the completion of the con- 
gressional inquiry, Britten would have 
the review board maintained “as an 
integral part of the national recovery 
administration.” Hugh S. Johnson, 
recovery administrator, proposed to 
President Roosevelt the review board 
be abolished “forthwith.” Word has

the codes to the south.” 

Some improvement has resulteg in 
the south from the codes, Mr. Edger- 
ton said, but added, “it is unreason- 


able to suppose the south as a whole | 


right. Since it is not probable that 
the country will ever be free from 
emergencies again, if the New Deal in- 
terpretation of the constitution is 
sound, the constitution may be laid 
away permanently.

Silver Legislation 
Asked by Roosevelt 


W ASHNGTON, 
| Following is the text of President | 
| Roosevelt's message to congress re- 
guesting new silver legislation: 

To the congress of the United 
States: 

On January 11, 1934, I recommend- 
ed to the congress legislation which 
was promptly enacted under the title, 
“The Gold Reserve Act of 1934.” 
This act vested in the United States 
government the custody and control 
of our stocks of gold as a reserve for 


our paper currency and as a*medium 
of settling international balances, It 
set up a stabilization fund for the 
control of foreign exchange in the 
interests of our people, and certain 
amendments were added to facilitate 
the acquisition of silver. 

As stated in my message to the 
congress, this legislation was recom- 
mended as a step in improving our 
financial] and monetary system. Its 
enactment has laid a foundation on 
which we are organizing a currency 
system that will be both sound and 
adequate. It is a long step forward, 
but only a step, 

Broader: Base. 


As a part of the larger objective, 
some things have been clear. One is 
that we should move forward as rap- 
idly as conditions permit in  broad- 
ening the metallic base of our mone- 
tary system and in stabilizing the pur- 
chasing and debt paying power of 
our money on a more equitable level. 
Another is that we should not neglect 
the value of an increased use of sil- 
ver in improving our monetary sys- 
tei. Since 1929 that has _ been 
obvious. 

Some measures for making a 
greater use of silver in the public 
interest are appropriate for independ- 
ent action by us. On others, interna- 
tional co-operation should be sought. 

Of the former class is that of in- 
creasing the proportion of silver in 
the abundant metallic reserves back 
of our paper currency. This policy 
was initiated by the proclamation of

The executive authority should be 
authorized and directed to make the 
purchases of silver necessary to attain 
this ultimate objective. 


The authority to purchase present 
accumulations of silver in this country 
should be limited to purchases at not 
in excess of 50 cents per ounce. 

The executive authority should be 
enabled, should circumstances require, 
to take over present surpluses of sil- 
ver in this country not required for 
industrial uses on payment of just 
compensation, and to regulate imports, 
exports and other dealings in mone- 
tary silver. 

Heavy Toll Asked. 


There should be a tax of at least 
50 per cent on the profits accruing 
from dealing in silver. 

We can proceed with this program 
of increasing our store of silver for 
use as a part of the metallic resrves 
for our paper currency without seri- 
ously disturbing adjustments in world 
trade. However, because of the great 
world supply of silver and its use in 
varying forms by the world’s popula- 
tion, concerted action by all nations, 
or at least a‘large group of nations, 
is necessary if a permanent measure of 
value, including both gold and silver, 
is eventually to be made a world 
standard. To arrive at that point, 
we must seek every possibility for 
world agreement, although it may turn 
out that this nation will ultimately 
have to take such independent action 
on this phase of the matter as its in- 
terests require. 

Worth Seeking. 


The success of the London confer- 
ence in consummating an international 
agreement on silver, which has now 
been ratified by all the governments 
concerned, makes such further agree- 
ment worth seeking. The ebb and 
flow of values in almost all parts of 
the world have created many points 
of pressure for readjustments of in- 
ternal and international standards. 
At no time since the efforts of this 
nation to seeure international agree- 
ment on silver began in 1878 have 
conditions been more favorable for 
making progress along this line. 

Accordingly, I have begun to confer 
with some of our neighbors in regard 
to the use of both silver and gold, 
preferably on a co-ordinated basis, as 
a standard of monetary value. Such 
an agreement would constitute an im- 
portant step forward toward a mone- 
tary unit of value more equitable and 
stable in its purchasing and debt-pay- 
ing power.

Many Stills in South’ 


There has been no decrease in moon- 
shine activities, in fact revenue agents 
are destroying 35 to 40 stills a week 
in the south, W. K. Bruner, acting in- 
vestigator in charge of the newly- 
created alcohol tax unit of the bureau 
of internal revenue, said Tuesday. 

Mr. Bruner is working under the 
supervision of S. R. Collier, super- 
visor of the fifth district, at New 
Orleans. He was here to establish a 
local offiee for revenue agents in the 
new postoffice building. 

He said that his department is strik- 
ing against the illicit manufacture 
and wholesale distribution of alcohol 
and whisky rather than the small of- 
fenders.

In a spirit of fairness, the speaker 
presented the nazi side of the case, 
citing many of the gains which the 
German people claim. 

“Tf there are any helpful phases of 
the Hitler rule,” he said, “it is in po- 
litical, religions and geographical 
unity. The doing away with state 
boundaries, the consolidation -of the 
political parties under one dictator- | 
ship, and the uniting of churches are 
all claimed as benefits.” 


Tech Man Is Praised. 


In outlining the work of the Y. 
C. A. in striving to bring about 
international love and to place patri- 
otism on a world-intéerested and more 
humanitarian basis, Mr. Harmon paid 
tribute to E. A. Turner, of Georgia 
Tech, now carrying on the Y. M. C. 
A.’s good-will work in Wu Chang, 
China. 

“This spirit was exemplified in a 
Polish camp at Mzana Dolna,” the 
speaker said, “where we found three 
of Danzig and of Poland, and the 
flags floating side by side—the flags 
swastika of the Hitler party.” 

Hitler, with all his present might, 
is “in for a licking,” however, Mr. 
Harmon said confidently. 

“You have heard the name of the 
man who will administer that licking. 
His name is Martin Luther. The 
great protestor is protesting even now 
in the hearts of the German people. 
He will win in the end.”

ASHEVILLE, N. C., May 22.—(#) 
The NRA invited southern newspa- 
per publishers today to assist in the 
development of & newsprint industry 
in the south, and the publishers au- 
thorized appointment of a committee 
to investigate the matter. 


The invitation was extended by Ma- 
jor George L. Berry, divisional NRA 
administrator and president of the 
International Printing Pressmen and 
Assistants’ Union of North America, 
and appointment of the committee was 
authorized upon the motion of E. K. 
Gaylord, publisher of the Oklahoma 
City Oklahoman and Times, backed by 
Clark Howell Sr., editor of The At- 
lanta Constitution. 

Gaylord had been elected president 
of the Southern Newspaper Publish- 
ers’ Association shortly before the 
newsprint discussion arose in the or- 
ganization’s annual convention. 

Major Berry told the publishers 
that the national administration in- 
vited co-operation in “this tremen- 
dously important matter” because of 
the stabilizing influence the southern 
development would have on the re- 
habilitation of the newsprint indus- 
try and the new sense of security it 
would provide for publishers. He 
said the work of Dr. Charles H. 
Herty, at Savannah, Ga.. in demon- 
strating the feasibility of newsprint 
manufacture from southern slash pine 
pulp had eliminated all question as to 
the practicability of the plan. 


Howell Speaks. 

Mr. Howell said Dr. Herty’s work 
had shown newsprint can be manu- 
factured commercially from the south- 
ern slash pine, and pointed out the 
enormous supply of ,raw material 
available in millions of acres of the 
timber between Virginia and Texas. 
He urged an inquiry into the ques- 
tion. 

Mr. Gaylord prefaced his motion 
for appointment of the committee 
with the statement that the great im- 
portance of the question justified im- 
mediate attention from southern pub- 
lishers. 

Mr. Howell suggested that the fed- 
eral government might aid in the 
project by financing the equipment of 
a mill to demonstrate the possibility 
of commercial development. 

“In the newsprint enterprise,” Ma- 
jor Berry said, ‘‘as in others that will 
inevitably come to the south as do- 
mestic requirements make necessary, 
there need be no apprehension on the 
subject of raw materials, cheap pow- 
er, rail or water transportation, be- 
cause the south possesses all of these 
advantageous, economical and essen- 
tial requisites, plus the freedom of 
climatical conditions that beset and 
sometimes abridge industrial activities 
in other sections of North America. 

“In the consideration of this tre- 
mendously important matter the na- 
tional administrator invites your co- 
operation.”

2,000 To Be Aided Before 
Work Is Completed, 
Says Administrator. 


The. Federal Emergency Relief Ad- 
ministration has equipped 50 Georgia 
families with facilities neéded for eco- 
nomic rehabilitation and will have 
cared for 2,000 families before its cur- 


rent rural relief program is completed, | 


Miss Gay B. Shepperson, state admin- 
istrator, revéaled in a report made 
public Tuesday. 

The Shepperson report said that 
the 50 families had been cared for 
since‘last Friday and added that the 
program was adding momentum to 


such an extent that she expected a 
total of 250 families to be working 
under the new arrangement by the end 
of this week. 

Under the provisions of the program 
the families are provided with mules, 
cows, séed, chickens and other need- 
ed farm life equipment and given an 
Opportunity to take cate of themselves. 
The families are carefully chosen by 
the administrator’s aides, and their 
activities are being closély checked by 
local relief agéncies. 

It is planned to give the families so 
helped some work relief later and dur- 
ing the winter months, but the details 
of this séction of the program have 
not yet been worked out. Under the 
plan of President Roosevelt it is pro- 
posed to erect local industries capable 
of absodrbing local temporary unem- 
ployment. such as canneries and other 
small factories. 

“Under our present plan the first 

1,000 families to obtain the new rural 
relief will be those whe had once 
owned their own land but who have 
lost it through no fault of their 
own,” Miss Shepperson said. The ad- 
ministrator pointed out that the title 
to stock being furnished these fami- 
lies remains with the féderal gov- 
ernment and that it is merely lent to 
the families being aided. The govern- 
ment is buying its farm stock on lo- 
cal markets, whenever possible, the ad- 
ministrator added. 
_ The program provides that the fam- 
ilies helped on the rural program shall 
remain on the general relief rolls until 
they can take care of themselves én- 
tirely, and Miss Shepperson predicted 
Tuesday that by July 1 the 2,500 Geor- 
gia families sharing in the program 
would be all self-sustaining.

Representatives of several states 
in the northwest will gather in Salt 
Lake City on June 25 for a three- 
day to consider the 
problem of uniform regulation of 
buses and trucks—the conference 
being similar to the one held last 
fall at Harrisburg, Pa., and which 
was participated in by a dozen or 
more eastern states, 

The Harrisburg conference was 
not successful in reaching a defi-

nite agreement on uniform regula- 
tions, largely because of varying 
conditions in the states represent- 
ed, but high hope is felt that the 
western conference, with the bene- 
fit of the Harrisburg discussions, | 
will be more successful. 

The coming conference was 
called by the Utah legislature and 
has been indorsed in resolutions 
adopted by several other legisla- 
tures and by the western confer- 
ence of governors.- At the request 
of the Utah legislature the details 
of the conference are being han- 
died by the American Legislaiors’ 
Association. 

The Utah conference will be 
broader in scope than the one held 
at Harrisburg, which was restricted 
to consideration .of motor vehicle 
weights and dimensions, In addi- 
tion to these problems, the dele- 
gates to the Salt Lake City meet- 
ing will discuss licensing, control 
of carriers, and traffic. 

Since it is realized that it is not | 
probable full agreement can be.

A STAGGERING TOLL. 

In a recent statement on the 
needless cost in dollars, human 
lives and injuries from attomobile 
accidents, the Turnsignal Company, 
of Philadelphia, cites that while 
only 182,674 American soldiers 
were wounded in the 18 months 
of our participation in the World 
War, the last 18 months has wit- 
nessed the injurying of 1,576,840 
people in highway crashes in this 
country. 

The whole nation sorrowed as 
the reports from France brought 


enemy bullets, but little or no at- 
tention is paid to a loss 12 times 
as large from largely preventable 
accidents in every section of the 
country. 

The automobile has had a revo- 
lutionary effect in bettering busi- 
ness methods and adding enjoyment 
and ease to life, but at the same 
time it constitutes the greatest 
menace to the property, lives and 
limbs of the public. 

When this menace reaches such 
proportions that it is day by day 
taking 12 times as great a toll as 
did the World War, the time has 
come when the country must 
awake from its state of apathy. 

Many states have successfully 
met this challenge to the safety 
of their citizens—men, women and 
children—through the enactment of 
new and rigid laws to meet new 
highway conditions resulting from 
the marked increase of speed and 
weight in motor cars. 

The present regulatory laws in 
Georgia were enacted at a time 
when the average car could be op- 


possible, when they were much 
smaller and lighter than is now the 
case, and when there were but few 
highways on which fast driving was 
possible. 

No more serious duty faces the 
general assembly at its next ses- 
sion than the enactment of new and 
modern regulations, in line with 
those which have proved their 
worth in other states, to protect 
the public from the threat of reck- 
less and drunken driving. 


CHECKING UNWISE MARRIAGES. 

The working of the so-called gin- 
marriage law in California, under 
which intention to wed must be 
filed three days before the issuance 
of a marriage license, has, in the 
opinion of the Human Betterment 
Foundation of Pasadena, convinc- 
ingly demonstrated the value of an 
obligatory period of delay, even if 
brief, in the carrying out of wed- 
ding plans. 

It is shown that during 1933 
a total of 5,555 license applications 
were filed in San Francisco, but 
only 5,164 licenses were taken out, 
and that in Los Angeles there were 
18,080 applications and only 17,- 
482 licenses granted. Thus in these 
two cities alone 989 couples 
changed their minds about marry- 
ing in the short space of three days 
necessary in which to secure a li- 
cense. 

Investigations by the Human 
Betterment Foundation reveals that 
most of the unclaimed licenses rep- 
resent “proposed freak, fraudulent 
and runaway marriages, for whose 
prevention great credit is due to the 
gin-marriage law.’’ 

A considerable lessening in the 
number of hasty and_ ill-advised 
marriages in Georgia has been reg- 
istered since the enactment of the

Trebitsch 
assented. He was elected with an 
overwhelming majority as a liberal.

Then 
came the war and Trebitsch disap- 
peared. 


In America. 


He bobbed up in the United States. 
He had added the name Lincoln, in 
honor of the American president, to 
his own name, He had connections 
with several espionage organizations, 
but nevertheless passed the line into 
Canada where he served as censor 
for a while. Ignatz speaks and writes 
11 languages fluently. Not merely a 
few words, fluently, like a native. 

Then, he was arrested as a spy. He 
crossed into the United States after 
making a break for freedom, and soon 
disappeared. He bobbed up around 
the Peace conference and wrote arti- 
cles for the late New York World 
on what was going on behind the 
scenes. Ignatz knew all the secrets. 
But he soon tired of the writing game. 


In Russia. 


He seems to have drifted into the 
soviet union about that time. For he 
was suddenly rumored as being the 
secretary of Leon Trotzky, then war 
commissar, fighting counter-revolu- 
tionary armies and_ interventionist 
putsches. Trozky was suspicious of 
Ignatz and had him watched. It was 
found that Ignatz had secret dealings 
with ex-Czarist officers. His arrést 
was ordered, but the bird bad flown 
the coop. A year or so went by and 
people began to forget about Ignatz. 
Then came the news that he was fi- 
nancial adviser to the Chinese goyern- 
ment of Nanking. | 

That job lasted just five months. 
The particular war-lord whose prime 
minister Ignatz was, suffered defeat 
and was murdered. Ignatz disappear- 
ed again. 

Not for long, though. He reap- 
peared in Afghanistan as reorganizer 
of the army, the finances and the edu- 
cational system of that country. Ig- 
natz is a versatile boy. obviously. That 
lasted until King Amanullah was 
swept out by a tribal chief known as 
“The Son of the Water-Carrier” and 
Ignatz moved on.

Ignatz came to Europe. He tried 
to save his son, who had commited a 
murder in England. He was not per- 
mitted to land. Disgusted, disap- 
pointed, disillusioned with the world, 
he returned to the east and entered a 


Ceylon. India refused him admit- 
tance. Two years ago he left the 
monastery, came to Germany and 
tried to preach his new gospel. In 
Cologne a lady, from whom he had 
borrowed some money in the long ago, 
recognized him and had him pinched. 
Newspapermen in Paris put up the 
money and he was released and 
promptly disappeared. Now he’s in 
England, awaiting deportation § to 
Canada and thence deportation to Cey- 
lon, no doubt.

Aside from the seothing effect a 
salve or ointment may have locally, it 
is important that we rid our minds 
of all childish notions that such rem- 
edies have any “healing” power or 
virtue. Healing is a natural process, 
and under the most favorable condi- 
tions it goes on at a certain rate. 
One can retard it by unwise interfer- 
ence and by injurious applications. 
but one can’t speed up the healing 
process in the slightest degree. 


Aside from soothing uncomfortable 
burning, smarting or hurting, a salve 
can only serve to protect the lesion 
against injurious contacts and to pro 
tect the raw surface against adhering 
to dressings which may be necessary. 

As we have already pointed out, 
many popular salves are injurious and 
definitely retard or delay the healing 
of any wound or burn or raw surface. 
Some nostrums touted as “healing.” 
“antiseptic” and the like are positively 
dangerous where applied to a raw sur-

| No Swear Weeds 


Father of Waters MEMPHIS, 
Tenn., May 


Calls Old Mariner 22. — A s 
memory 
takes me back to my day on the 


Mississippi‘ river—my day on the river 
was last Monday—I sometimes long to 
return to the Father of Waters and 
see what changes time has wrought 
in the life of the steamboat man. It 
seems but yesterday, although it was 
a week ago, that I shipped on the tow- 
boat Louisiana as she lay at the fill- 
ing station taking on oil, and set out 


on a career on the mysterious, cruel, 
benevolent force which swept me‘ 
along. heedless of the passage of time 
and distance,auntil 24 hours later, lL 
said farewell to the Mississippi, almost 
20 miles to the north 


It was during this time I started 
using the’ nom-de-plume of Mark 
Twain. I adopted it from an old river 
man named Samuel Clemens, iong 
since dead, who used to write odd bits 
of river lore, most of it distorted or 
exaggerated, as I was to learn before 
I had served my time on the Loui- 
siana. 


Mr. Clemens, in his turn, had adopt- 
ed the name from an old river man 
named Isiah Sellers, who had signed 
the familiar words of the leadsman’s 
“sing-song” to odd bits of river lore. 
Mr. Clemens, himself, found most of 
Mr. Sellers’ lore to be distorted or ex- 
aggerated, too.

(Clemens) T'wain’s version of the 
Mississippi as the truth and expec: ed 
to encounter only coarse characters 
on the Louisiana. The captain would 
have a great beard and would speak 
only in swear words. But the eap- 
tain turned out to be a brisk young 
man in a white linen suit without so 
much as a faint sprig of mustache 
who addressed his subordinates in the 
tones of an executive in an office. 
The captain was standing on the 
bridge, manipulating the brass levers 
by which the boat was steered and 
every now and again he wouid jam 
down his foot on a length of brass 
pipe, not unlike a bar-rail to blow 
the whistle. 

Captain Clay said he was pushing 
13 barges at present and was picking 
up eight more in Memphis as soon as 
he had filled his oil tanks down in the 
basement of the Louisiana. 


“It will take several hours to make 
up the tow,” he said, “so just make 
yourself at home.

They said 
it must have been long before their 
time. :

York as a sailing vessel and today a 
dogwood tree from Georgia was plant- 
ed on the spot where the ship was 
constructed. 

After its memorable voyages the 
Savannah was finally put in coast- 
wise trade, and because there still 
were skeptics it was again made a 
sailing vessel. It piled up off the 
Long Island coast during a storm in 
1851 and was pounded to pieces. 

The city today paid tribute to the 
steamer with boat races and parades. 
Included in the program also was a 
memory for the John Randolph, one 
of the world’s first iron vessels that 
was made in England in 1834. ship- 
ped here in pieces aboard a sailing 
vessed and used in trade between 
Savannah and Augusta, Ga., on the 
Savannah river. It, too, was a steam- 
driven ship. 

Flags Fly Over World. 

WASHINGTON, May 22.—(4)— 
Flags fluttered today for the old 
steamship Savannah—the first of her 
kind to cross the Atlantic—whose 
smoke caused a false fire alarm when 
she steamed into Liverpool in 1819. 

This was “Maritime Day,”  pro- 
claimed by a sea-loving president to 
celebrate the sailing 115 years ago 
from Savannah, Ga., of the Savan- 
nah.

These workers will study in detail 
the traffie conditions at every street 
intersection, recording the traffic 
flow per hour, peak hours, number 
of accidents and other information 
necessary to moving traffic at the 
greatest rapidity with the maximum 
of safety. 

Following conferences with Gover- 
nor Talmadge and Mayor Key, Smith 
Tuesday began studying the police 
automobile accident records and re- 
ceived the promise of aid in the sur- 
vey from Chief Sturdivant. 

The survey will take approximate- 
ly four months to complete and the 


results will be carefully examined by 
traffic experts in Washington, D. C., 
with the view of using the figures in 
the development of a national traffic 
code for use in all cities of more 
than 25,000 persons in the United 
States.

Some persons fancy that there are 
ghosts which “haunt” old houses, and 
imagine that the ghosts are of white 
color. This helps us explain a com- 
mon name for certain blossoms of the 
woods—the so-called “ghost flowers.” 

Ghost flowers, in general, are waxy- 
white; and so is the plant on which 
they grow. The plants have no leaves, 
(at least, no leaves of the ordinary 
kind), and in large part obtain their 
food by fastening to roots of other 
growing things. They reach a height 
of from four to 12 inches, and the 
flowers is about one inch long. 

Now and then the ghost flower has 
a reddish tinge, but that is not com- 
mon. They bloom from June to Au- 
gust: and as the flower goes to seed. 
it rises from its drooping position and 
holds its head high—a last salute to 
the world. 

Ghost flowers usually grow in clus- 
ters, in thick woods with moist soil. 
If picked, they turn dark as they 
dry, and become almost black. 

Another name for the ghost flow- 
er is “Indian pipe.” A glance at the 
plant—with its bloom which may be 
taken for the bowl of a pipe—shows 
the reason for calling it that. 

Ghost flowers are fairly common 
in most woodland parts of North 
|} America, and also grow in Japan and 
southern Asia.

Henry L. Doherty, owner of less than 
a thirtieth of the capital’ stock of 
Cities Service, was described before 
the federal trade commission today 
as in “practical control” of that bil- 
lion-dollar corporation. 

Robert E. Healy, commission coun- 
sel, introduced a summary of studies 
by commission utility investigators 
which said that Doherty personally 
held 29.6 per cent of the voting 
strength. Only two others of some 
540,000 stockholders, it was said, held 
more than 1 per cent. 

In 1931, it was explained, there|‘ 
were 34,172,158 shares of voting 
capital stocks. Of this, however, 92 
per cent carried but 1-20th of a vote 
per share. 

In addition to other holdings, the 
summary said, Doherty owned all of 
| 1,000,000 shares of five per cent cum- 
ulative stock with a stated value of $1 
a share, each share having one vote. 

The summary also purported to 
show that the company in the period 
from .1910-1930 wrote up valuations 
of its plant and investment by $70,- 
020.529.

There seems to be a pretty general 
interest in the care of the hair and 
im the cure of dandruff—one of the 
most objectionable afflictions from 
which men and women suffer. No mat- 
ter how goodlooking a man is, or how 
pretty a woman, she can’t be consid- 
ered dainty and altogether adorable 
if her shoulders are sprinkled with a 
finely ._powdered something that falls 
from neatly arranged hair. There is 
no excuse for it and no possible chance 
of overlooking the untidy results, The 
thing to do if you are so afflicted is 
to get very busy and correct the 
fault. 

Many people go the long way around 
and buy expensive hair lotions and 
cures of one sort or another, but many 
of the best physicians will tell you 
that the cure is simple in most cases. 
If the treatment recommended here 
does not help you the thing to do is to 
see a physician. But don’t let the 
dandruff remain and ruin your hair 
and perhaps cause permanent bald- 
ness. If you are that careless don’t 
expect to be adored, because you are 
certain to be disappointed. 


First, wash the hair once a week. 
That is not too often. You certainly 
must do so when you have dandruff. 

Use a good tar soap. I'll tell you 
some if you want me to and if you 
will telephone. 

It is a fine idea to rub a little al- 
cohol into the scalp. If a woman is 
using it, it is best to part the hair, 
take a little twisted wad of cotton 
and dip it into a saucer into which 
you have poured a bit of good alcohol. 
Rub the wet cotton on the.scalp as 
you part the hair, beginning at the 
front and working back. Anyway you 
like to do it just so you get the scalp 
covered. 

Castor Oil for the Hair. 

If the hair is dry and the aleohol 

dries it too much use a little oil with 


tablespoonsfuls of castor oil in a pint 


of alcohol and use that for rubbing 
after shaking it thoroughly. It gets 
the alcohol into the scalp and pre- 
vents dryness, 

If you don’t get any results with 
this treatment conscientiously taken 
—but I think you will—then see a 
physician. 

There is altogether too much dried- 
out hair that could be lovely if it 
were properly oiled. I don’t mean so 
that it parts and looks oily. But 
enough to make the hair pliable and 
soft, so that it falls in soft waves 
rather than bristles with dryness. To 
get the hair and scalp in a soft con- 
dition, even if you are not troubled 
with dandruff, rub a tiny bit of the 
oil into the scalp. It is best to part 
the hair when doing this, because if 
you don’t the oil will rub off your 
fingers (the tips of which are dipped 
into the oil) before you reach your 
scalp. The oils best used for this are 
inexpensive and I can give you the 
names of fine, but inexpensive, oils 
that can be used for this purpose. 
Phone me for the names. 

Acquire Shiny, Clean Locks. 

After trying the oil on a dry scalp 
for a few weeks, I wonder why I 
never heard of it before. The improve- 
ment in the looks of your hair is so 
great after these little attentions that 
they are worth the small amount of 
time they take. Any one with dry hair 
should try this. Your hair will have 
a gloss that can come only’ with 
healthy, clean locks. All the makeup 
in the world won’t make you as at- 
tractive as will a gorgeous head of 
hair. The old idea that your hair 
should be washed only once a month 
is long since abandoned. Once a week 
is not too much, believe me.

Some bridge players regard the bid- 
ding of a four-card major suit as‘al- 
most a major crime. Of course all good 
players realize the fact that in many 
situations the bid of a suit at the range 
of two-odd or more is generally as- 
sumed to indicate a five-card or great- 
er length. However, there are numer- 
ous situations in which a four-card 
length in either a major or minor 
suit should be shown at the range of 
two in preference to a no-trump call. 
In no-trump only acres and kings are 
stoppers of the adverse suits, while at 
a trump declaration there is the addi- 
tional trump barrier which the defense 
ordinarily cannot surmount. 

An example of extremely bad bid- 
ding, which resulted in reaching an 
unmakeable game contract in no-trump 
rather than a makeable game contract 
in spades, occurred in a rubber game 
recently. The hand was: 

North, dealer.

1—It is a close question whether East 
with his distribution should not 
double for a takeout rather than 
bid his suit. However, the vulner- 
able overcall of two clubs shows a 
fairly strong hand. 

2—Possibly this call is correct here. 
West feels that he must show his 
double stopper in the adversely 
bid suit. 

3—Of course North passes. With two 
sure re-entries he has hope of de- 
feating the adverse game contract. 

4—Inasmuch as East is void of hearts 
he is unwilling to risk play at no- 
trump—hence the effort to get any 
bid from his partner. 

5—West at this point would risk 
nothing whatever by bidding three 
spades. Obviously, he has already 
determined to play the hand at a 
game contract, and the bid of three 
spades would certainly elicit an- 
other response from his partner. 

6—At this point West fears to show 
his spade suit. After all, he has a 
fit with his partner's suit and two 
stoppers in hearts if North at- 
tempts to establish that suit. 

In the play North opened the heart 
king and West refused to win the 
first trick. However, North contin- 
ued the suit and West won and then 
sought to establish the clubs. South 
won the club trick and returned an- 
other heart, which’ established two 
more heart tricks for his partner. In 
consequence a penalty of 500 points 
was suffered by West in lieu of bid- 
ding and making a game in spades.

Georgia Fields 
And Streams 


By H. A. Carter. 


One of the earliest articles I ever 
wrote in this column was about the 
nighthawks over the city. That was 
back in the days when I thought every 
one of these eruptions had to have a 
title; an illusion that was cured only 
when I realized how asinine my titles 
were, despite the fact that 1 worked 
harder to get up appropriate titles 
than to get subjects to write on. Sub- 
jects were everywhere. Titles were 
elusive. ‘ 

The nighthawks reappeared some 
days ago. They*may be seen any aft- 
ernoon flying over downtown Atlanta, 
uttering their peculiar nasal cries and 
fluttering here and there over the 
buildings. I thought last summer that 
they probably drifted in from the out- 
skirts of the city, but during the 
winter I read an obscure reference to 
the habits of nesfing on the roofs of 
the buildings in New York. I am 
wondering now if such a thing can be 
true here. If I can just find a way 
to get next to the superintendents of 
a few of these downtown buildings 
and persuade them to allow me to in- 
vade the sanctum sanctorium at the 
top of the elevator shaft, I will try 
to find out about the birds. 


I am not at all sure what I said 
about the nighthawks last year. 
I did not mention the fact that I 
always associate them in my memory 
with the Michigan north -woods, I 
must have been under the influence 
of something or other. 

I saw more of them in Michigan 
than I have ever seen before or since. 
And for some reason, the habit of 
booming seems to be more prevalent 
up there than it is here, The birds 
half-fold their wings and drop like a 
plummet toward the ground, gradu- 
ally extending the wings and rushing 
upward again with a roar that seems 
to come from nowhere in particular. 

I remember what the wife of one 
of the faculty members at the Uni- 
versity of Michigan biological station 
on Douglas lake said to the profes- 
sor of ornithology. 

“Oh, professor, please tell me what 
that bird is that makes a noise like 
a bear?’ 

“A bear?’ 


“Well, like I imagine a bear would 
sound !”

Shaky Position of German Mark 
Dampens Stabilization Hopes 


By W. R. HUFF. 

NEW YORK, May 22.—()—The 
increasingly precarious position of the 
German mark, as evidenced by the 
weekly Réichsbank statements, tends 
to dash hopes of any immediate return 
of monetary stability to the world, in 
the opinion of important foreign ex- 
change circles in Wall Street. 


A few months ago, when the Bank 
of France -was losing gold and the 
French fiscal snarl seemed almost in- 
extricable, the uncertain position of 
the gold bloc countries seemed to 
militate against any early general 
stabilization of currencies. But the 
French crisis seems to have passed. 

It is to Germany, still pegging her 
currency to gold on the basis of the 
stabilization of 1928, that interna- 
tional banking quarters now look for 


the next important move in world 


monetary affairs. 


The Reichsbank’s reserves of gold 
and foreign exchange have fallen al- 
most to the vanishing point, to less 
than five per cent of currency circula- 
tion, and in her export trade, the 
Reich is already enjoying the advant- 
ages of currency depreciation, for buy- 
ers of German merchandise are per- 
mitted to acquire “blocked” marks to 
use in payment at discounts of 20 
to 40 per cent from parity. 


The Reich is keeping her currency 
at its gold parity purely by artificial 
means, that is, by rigidly controlling 
the amount of marks which may be 
sold in exchange for other currencies. 
In foreign exchange dealings, the mark 
is controlled almost as rigidly as the 
Russian rouble.

Certainly President Roosevelt's 
message on silver gave Wall Street 
no great enthusiasm. Professionals 
sold. Bulk of customers hugged the 
side lines. Those who hoped the mes- 
sage would bring a smart buying ral- 
ly were disappointed, mainly because: 

1—There was no inflationary atti- 
tude in the message. Instead there 
were indications of stabilized cur- 
rency in the offing. 

2—Silver futures trading 
frowned on by the government 
suggesting a 50 per cent 
profits of such operations. 

_ 3—The fovcncont placed a max- 
imum of cents an ounce on the 
price to be paid for silver which will 
be absorbed, but there was no indi- 
cation of how much under this fig- 
ure purchases might be made. 
SELLING ORDERS. 

Professionals took one look at the 
message and put in selling orders in 
the stock market. United States 
Smelting dropped as much as six 
points. Other losses in the metal 
groups were around 2 and 3 points. 
Alcohols weakened under the lead of 
American Commercial Alcohol on 
campaigns for reduced liquor prices. 
Steel issues dropped with United 
States Steel, the leader on strike- 
threat news, and curtailed production 
from many centers. 

Tonight traders—while many were 
bullish for the long term—still looked 
hopefully for some sign to _ ignite 
trading, but felt adjournment of con- 
gress would have to come before any 
such acceleration could be expected. 

The news grist tonight included 
such items as: 

Confused viewpoint of the chart 
ireaders, theory observers, etc. One 
gg can read into the present mar- 
et reasons for a sharp decline. An- 
other group can as readily read into 
the market reasons for a slow rally. 
No definite clear-cut view is forth- 
coming. 

Trading picked up today. While 
it was a sharp increase from Mon- 
os low volume, the total of 830,- 

shares etill bespoke an inactive 
market. Unfortunately for the bulls, 
trading increased most on declining 
prices. 
FOREIGN TRADING QUIET. 

Foreign trading is quiet at the 
moment. What little trading is com- 
ing from abroad is in metals and rail 
shares. 

Reports from the stock market bill 
indicate some of the more biting 
sections -are being toned down. Prog- 
ress on the measure continues slow. 
Some in Wall Street, including some 
of the brokers, feel that much of the 
bill already has been discounted. 

Railroad carloadings, as indicated 
by the roads thus far reporting, will 
show a rally for the last week. That 
is in conformity with the seasonal 
trend. 

Cotton trading is dull and with lit- 
tle bullishness behind it. A great deal 
of this sentiment is based on the 
fact that Worth Street market is 
marking time at the moment. Also 
unsatisfactory are demands for cur- 
tailment of textile production at the 
moment. 

Wheat continued its “funny busi- 
ness” by leaping more than a cent a 
bushel on reports of drouth, dust 
storms; etc., and then slipping off on 
failure of the silver bill to have any 
note of inflation in it.

Gene Howe, Amarillo editor, said ‘to-

Howe, son of Ed Howe, famous)

ident’s chief advisers “who are con-| 
sulted at his pleasure rather than | 
their leisure.” He called at least half | 
of them “yes” men,.and said “there | 
is not one of the remainder who can | 
speak for the president without first | 
consulting him.” 

Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt heads the | 
list of advisers which Howe, with the. 
aid of newspapermen in Washington, | 
New York, Chicago and other eastern | 
cities, selected after a month's sur- | 
vey. Howe made one trip through the | 
east to obtain firat-hand information. | 

(;erard’s list was made up princi- | 
pally of bankers, financiers and big. 
industrialists. Howe found that these | 
classes are not represented among | 
Kioosevelt’s advisers. ' 

“The closest approach to a finan- | 
cier,” he said. “is Bernard Baruch. | 
Then there is Jesse Jones, a spectacu- ' 


lar real estate operator. Jones, who 
is a natural leader and tremendous- 
ly ambitious, is reasonably close to 
Roosevelt, but the president ‘keeps 
everyone at a respectful distance. 
Intellectual Valet. 

“Louis McHenry Howe _is his  in- 
telectual valet; dim Farley his po- 
litical strategist, whose advice is sel- 
dom taken except regarding party or- 
ganization.

“Roosevelt's outstanding bid for 
lasting greatness is his willingness to 
change his mind.

Among Jupiter’s Moons 

SAN JOSE, Cal., May 22.—() 
The moving body discovered in. the 
heavens a week ago by Dr. R. H. 
Jeffers, of the Lick Observatory 
staff, while taking photographs of 
Jupiter's eighth moon, probably is 
a tiny planet and not a satellite of 
Jupiter, Dr. Robert G. Aitken, di- 
rector of the observatory, reported 
today. 

“It is practically settled,” Dr. 
Atkins said, “that the tiny object 
is a planet revolving about the 
sun, just as the earth does, and is 
not a satellite of Jupiter. Because 
its orbit is close to that of Ju- 
piter we at first supposed it moved

WASHINGTON, 
The army speeded its air program 
today by requesting bids for 90 attack 
planes. 

Under the original three-year pro- 
gram only 30 attack planes were to 
be asked at this time. But Assistant 
Secretary of War Woodring request- 
ed the general staff to approve plans 
for 60 planes for the 1935 program. 

The 30 planes will be purchased 
with $7,500,000 in PWA funds and 
the others from congressional appro- 
priations for the air corps of 1935. 

Requests for bids for more than 
200 bombers, pursuit, observation and 
cargo craft will be issued before 
July 1 

Minimum requirements for the 90 
attack planes, carrying a useful load, 
are specified as follows: 

High speed of 200 miles per hour; 
operating speed of 170 miles per 
hour; six hours’ endurance at oper- 
ating speed; ceiling of 15,000 feet. 
The planes also must be able to take 
off (or land) over a 50-foot obstacle 
within 2,400 feet.

NRA SANCTIONS 
MILL HOUR SLASH 


Textile Plants To Reduce 
by 25 Per Cent During 
12 Weeks. 


WASHINGTON, May 22.—(P>)— 
The cotton textile industry today was 
authorized by NRA to curtail pro- 
duction 25 per cent for 12 weeks he- 
ginning June 4 on condition that the 
reduction be made without shutdowns 
of a week or more. 

The order, issued at the request of 
the industry, required not only that 
the curtailment be done by cutting 
hours per day or days per week, but 
also that weekly reports showing the 
state of supply and demand _. be 
furnished. 

The rayon weaving industry, under 
the cotton code, was given a four- 
week curtailment on dress goods mills 
and an eight-week curtailment on 
staple goods. 

Complete exemption was given one- 
shift mills and provision was made 
for full-time work on government con- 
tracts, and a selected list of products: 
Tire yarns or fabrics for rubber tires: 
tobacco cloths, woven cotton blankets: 
uphélstery and drapery 
jacquard woven bedspreads: merino 
yarns; narrow fabrics; paper drver 
felt; millinery foundation cloth. Ma- 


chinery for spooking, reeling or skein- 
ing thread also is exempt.

The curtailment was authorized, 
officials said, because unsold stocks 
mounted from 250.330.000 yards on 
February 24, to 332,362,000 yards on 
April 28. Unfilled orders dropped 
from 1,137,384.000 to 756,037,000, 
while during March and April mills 
produced “larger quahtities of cloth 
than during any similar period since 
the code went into effect.” 

It was estimated that half-time pro- 
duction, or 40 hours a week, against 
the 80 hours in two-shifts allowed by 


the code, would equal the prospective |
